One of the most reinarkable of the 
American Indian fire legends is that of 
the Utes.

One day a spark fell from 
heaven and was caucht in the beak of a 
talkifig bird. an operation which. of 
course, smothered the fire. The bird was 
one of the migratory species, and te make 
good the loss told an old chief what fire 
was, and where it could be obtained.

Our commerce with the United 
States is growing rapidly, especially with 
the direct lines of steamsh' ps how run- 
ning. and will, doubtless, continue to 
grow.’ 

*You have spoken of your agricultura! 
products. Mr. Minister. What of the 
mines which you mentioned?’ 

‘Our mines are very valuable, especial- 
ly the gold mines. They are situated in 
the southeastern portion of Venezuela, 4 
part of them in the territory now in dis- 
pute with Great britain. They are very 
valnable—some of them placer mines. 
some worked by other methods. There 
are other minerals of value. coal and iron. 
copper and sulphur. The undeveloped 
weaith of our mountain country is very 
reat. as is also tha’ of the Grreat Orinoco 
Valley, which is rich in woods and stock- 
crowing facilities. 

“The Orinoco is our great highway for 
internal commerce. It is a great river, 
furnishing navigaticn fora distance of 
nearly 5,00 miles. Its vailey is a region 
of great possibilities in the productions of 
stock and also of tropical production. 
There are lines of steamers now operating 
on the river, and their work is gradually 
opening it up to settiement and the 
spread of the dominant classes into that 
section, which has been largely occupied 
by the nativesin the past. The very 
large proportion of the white population, 
up to the present time. is in the northern 
part of Venezucia. where they can get a 
milder climate by attaining a higher 
level in the mountainous and plateau 
region. A large share of the country far- 
ther south is yet largely inhabited by the 
natives. ”’

R CHILD EAT DIRT?: 


A Curious Habit Which Prevaile Among 
the Very Young. 


Dirt-eating is amore common habit 
among children than most people would 
imagine. A very interesting paper on 
this curious habit is contributed by Dr 
John Thomson to a recent number of the 
Edinburgh Hospital Reports. After giv- 
ing some account of the habit as observed 
by travellers indifferent parts of the 
world and by agriculturists among un- 
healthy young animals, he states that the 
dirt has a wel! defined hygienic valua, 
and is saten by children for medica! pur- 
poses. The physical ailing which brings 
on the appetite for dirt is in most cases 
anaemia, or ** blood! sssnesa,’’ which simply 
means 2 running down of the sytem. In 
these cases, Dr. Thomson thinks, the habit 
might be formed from an instinctive 
craving for earthy salts. such as iron and 
lime, just as a oO on oe when needing 
a little ‘physic.’ lest a blade or so of 
grasa.

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BUTTER AND CREAM. 


OSSERVATIONS AT THE GOVERN- 
MENT DAIRY SCHOOL. 


How Butter is Made on Raunatyn Avenue, 


Winntpeg--Students Who «Spiil the | 


Milk"--The Process of <eparating aud 
Churning the Milk. 


Interest in the Government Dairy 
school in Winnipeg continues cnabated, 
and certainly few more instructive places 
could be found wherein to spend a leisure 
hour. Alleat butter and cheese, and 
every detail of the manufacture of these 
great food staples has its own fascvization. 

About 2,000;pounds of milk are received 
dailv. from different parte of the country. 
ani each lot is tested separately wher it 
comes in. For this purpose a number of 
small tin cups are kept, which are 
numbered, say from lto 2). The cor- 
responding number is given to a custom- 
er who has that number entered opposite 
his nameon the books. Each morning 
the sample of milk taken from thie man’s 
can is putintothat cup and no other. 
thie preventa any confusion. When the 
sampies are all ready testing begins. each 
student ie handed « gias: pipette open at 
both ende, and asample of milk. The 
pipettes are marked near the upper end 
17.5 eubic centimeters. Itis the business 
of the student to draw up that amount of 
milk with his pipette, and placing b:s 
finger on the opening where his mouth 
has benn, convey the milk to one of the 
testing bottles standing on the table. It 
looks a very simple thing but it requires 
great dexterity todo it in the pro 
style, and many are the failures. he 
milk runs out before the restraining fn- 
ger reaches the top of the pipette, or it 
flies paet the mark into the mouth of the 
| would be operator, or it calmly empties 
/on the table in ite trammt from the tin 
| cup to the testing bottie, or any other of 
| half a dozen things that it ought not to 
| do. When the samples are all in the 
| testing bottles which are bulbous at the 
| bottom, and haye leng slender necks 
marked from zero to ten an e,ual 
quantity of sulpuric acid is added. he 
bottles are then taken by the neck and 
given a gentle rotary motion to mix the 
milk and acid together. At thie stage 
some obliging student is sure to hold out 
a bottle for a spectator to feel, and if you 
gre not sharp erough to catch the malic- 
ious twinkle in hie eye, a pair of scorch- 
ed iingers is the result, for the bottles are 
ae hot asa cooking stove in fall blast. 
The bottles are next put into a testing 
machine, which is 2 large round tin pan 
with a cover and a crank at oue side. In 
the centre of the panis around piece of 
iron which is connected with the crank, 
and into which eight little meta! cups are 
hooked. Into these cups the testing 
bottles are set, the cover puton, an! for 
seven minutes the bottles revolve at the 
rate of 1,140 revolutions per minute. 
From the sound it would seem as if every 
bottle must be smashed into a thousand 
fragments, but presently the cover 
comer off and they seem all right. Hot 
water poured into the bottles drives the 
butter fat into the neck so that it can be 
measured. The machine is turned for 
two minutes and then the measures 
taken. Some registered 4.1 per cent., 
5 2 per cent.and coon. Whey tested for 
the purpose of finding out if all the fat 
had een incorporated in the cheese, 
showing 3 per cent. of fat. For testing 
whey only half the quantity of acid ie 
used, 

After being twice strained the milk ie 
poured into a large tin lined vat and 
heated toa temperature of ‘) degrees 
and then run into the separator. The 
one being used ie @ Turbine Alexandra 
No.3. The warm milk falls gently into 
e large hollow steel bowl spinning at the 
fearful rate of 7,00) revolutions per 
minute. The rapid circular motion 
throws the dirt to the sides of the 
bowl, while the cream being light 
rises to the upper part of the 
bow], while it finds and outlet. <A little 
lower down on the opposite side isa vent 
for the skim milk. A more perfect picture 
of life would hardly be found. The small 
thin stream of cream. the good steady 
flow of skim milk. Tnis machine separ- 
ates abort 1,000 pounds an hour, and if 
you have patience to wait until the 
whole take is separated, you can see the 
separator tuken to pieces and cleaned,

‘grae’’ to look at it, especially when

separator especially designed for use on 
farms. Itisso light that any ordinary 
child could turn it readily. It is claimed 
| that though the cost of this machine is 
| $200, a farmer could in addition to mak- 
| ing asuperior article, save the cost of it 
in a little more than two vears. 
| As fast as the cream comes from the sep- 
| arator it is emptied into the ripening vat, 
which is surrounded by an ice chamber. 
| Ripening takes a longer or shorter time 
according to the condition of the cream, 
| and occasionally is hastened by the ad- 
| dition of a little sour buttermilk. 
The churn is a square chest with heavy 
| meta! clamps. This chest revolves. and 
| the butter is churned by the cream fall- 
| ing from side to side as the chest tirne 
| over. 
| The table on which the batter1s work- 
ed isthe circular revolving table with 
| corrogated rollers, several! specimens of 
which were on exhibition at the Indus- 
| tria! fair last Jaly. 

The butter is put up in pound prints, 
wrapped in parchment paper bearing on 
one side the legend, “Manitoba (overn- 
ment Dairy’ school.” ~ 

The manufacture of cheese is  uite as 
interesting as the making of butter, but 
readers of the Free Press have already 
had it minutely described in “A Day ina 
Cheese Factory,” which appeared some 
| months ago.

TERRIBLE CATASTROPHE IN A WELSH 
COLLIERY. 


The Adjacent Town Shook as Though an 
Earthyuske Had Occarred — Report 
That Pifty-Four Men Were Safocated 
—Tales of Some of the Rescued. 


The residents of the town and vicinity 
of Tylerstown. which is situated near 
iff, Wales, were startied by a terrific 
reverberation which shook the whole 
town, and caused peopieto rush out of 
doors, wondering whether tne 
being overwhe:med with en earthquake. 
It was secertained in a short time that 
the concussion was caused by an explo- 
sion in 2 neigboring colliery. with dcisae- 
trous consequences to life and property. 
The latest report placee the number of 
dead at 54, though it is feared that the 
farther exploration of the wrecked mine 
will reveal the bodies of more. Reports

INSTITUTIONS FILLING UP. 


Provinctal Baildings at Portage, Brandon 
and Selkirk Crowded. 


The public institutions of the province 
are rapidiy hecoming too emall to accom- 
modate the number of inmates. which 
later ie conetant!v on the increase. The 
home for incurables at Portage la Prairie 
is more than filled and three pereons who 
have been examined and found to be in 
need of proper care as provided by euch 
a home, are in charge of the <alvation 
Army fn Winnipeg. and two others have 
been placed under a similar institntion. 
The deaf and dumb institution can hold 
no more pupils, while the attice and the 
basements of the two aaylums for the in- 
sane—at Brandon and Weet Selkiak— 
will soon have to be utilized. the number 
of new applicants each week being eur- 
prieingly large. The number of present 
inmates in the two buildings is over 3300, 
but perhaps as many ae 4) can beaccom- 
modated without enlarging the struc- 
tures. The native insane population is 
small. the greater number coming from 
other provinces and countries. The pro- 
portion of insane persons in Manitoba is 
one to every ‘) of the population; in 
Ontario it is one te every 30, Legislation 
to provide for increased accommodation 
will probably be introduced at the com- 
ing session of the legislature, 


Manitoba Oranges. 


Manitobane in their haste to raise 
wheat have neglected to develop the 
orange —— industry but no doubt 
thiswill come in time. That Manitoba 
ie in the orange belt was practically de- 
monstrated to a reporter of The Tnbane 
by Mr. A. I’. Mackay, of the M. & N. W. 
head offices. Mr. McKay exhibited an 


orange tree owned by Mr. J. C. Henry. of 
Portage !a Prairie. Thies tree. though 
only 1s inchee high and growing in a 
tlower pot eight inches wide, yet pre- 
duced four fally developed oranges one 
of which was given to Mre. Mckay by 
Mrs. Henry. The treo is three years old 
and grew from 2 slip sent from thesouth. 
It had a prafusion of blossoms, but no 
doubt owing to the number of weddings 
in Portage and district only four of these 
were allowed to develop into fruit. The 
one shown by Mr. Mckay is wbont an 
inch anda halfin diameter and is the 
smallest of the four. Orange growing 
will now doubtless be entered upon by a 
number of our citizens.

etories of the ecenes they witneseed and 
the dead bodies they found or etambled | 
over, strewn in all directione ae they fell 
overcome by ‘ire-damp br huried by the 
force of the explosion. 

One of the eurvivore,a fireman, who 
wae in the mine itself when tke explo- 
gion came, etarted to work hie way in the 
direction of the entrance .with painful 
and almoet hopelese labor. making fre- 
quent pauses. Inonespot he was ob- 
liged to etop and wait for four honre on 
account ofthe after damp. \ttheend of 
that time he ventured to advance a few 
steps further when he had to desist again 
and wait another two hours in hopeless 
darknese. 

Another fireman who made bis way out 
of the death pit by a long journey relates 
that he passed numerous men on the way 
who were unconscious and he!lplese and 
badly burned. He could do nothing for 
ther and was obliged to leave them to 
their fate. 

The rescuers continued their work in- 
cesaantly all through the night, encour- 
aged by the saving of a few, to hope that 
still others remain alive in the m.ne 
whose lives may poseibly be saved.
